Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Volt et al., USPN 6,295,292 B1 (hereafter referred to as Volt). Volt taught an 
Internet Telephony Control Plane that is composed of three control objects, CI , C2 and 
C3 which are used to establish and tear-down communication paths across a user 
plane. The C2 object is a call control object and provides the Internet Telephony 
Gateway (ITG) that connects to the network service provider of the destination. 
Therefore, Volt does not teach a central controller which Identifies a service provider 
associated with a destination, establishes a connection between an originating party 
and the identified network service provider and routes the data transmission to identified 
service provider as claimed by applicant.
